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“HOW DO YOU KNOW?’ 


There is a story in the last Saturday Evening Post 
that so impressed J. A. Hankey of this city that he 
walked into the Register office and paid for .some adver­ 
tisem ents urging people to read the story. 
It is a story to m ake the careless person think. 
It is one that is particularly applicable to the period of 
the war. but it is a story th at any person m ight take 
to heart, war or no war. 
“The yellow dog' is the Am erican citizen who repeats 
derogatory statem ents concerning the governm ent, who 
passes out rumors, who says he has inside inform ation 
th at catastrophes have happened and have been kept 
out of the papers, who by his cynical attitude blocks the 
progress of patriotic sentim ent, who slurs the efforts of 
the president, who decries the necessity of contributions 
to war activities, who grouches about graft as an excuse 
for not buying a Liberty bond. 
The story tells how the spirit of a certain town 
was revived. 
Adroit Germ an sym pathizers had fostered 
discontent and skepticism in that town until their efforts 
spread far, until a m other, hearing a man say th at he 
had it straight t hat a subm arine had that day sunk a 
transport, urged her son to desert, and caused him to 
desert. 
There was one patriot, however, whose indom itable 
spirit could not stand lite subtle treason of his friends. 
He slapped the face of the man who had repeated the 
lie about the subm arine, and organized the boys of tho 
town to be upon the alert. 
Each time a mem ber of that 
organization heard a statem ent which, intentionally or 
unintentionally, was a jab in the hack of the governm ent, 
he asked the person making the statem ent the sim ple 
question: 
“How do you know?" 
lf the man gave the nam e of his inform ant, the in­ 
form ant iii turn was asked the question: 
“How do you know?” 
We need not trace the course of the story further, 
though it would he unfair to fail to say that the asking 
of th at question worked a revolution in the minds and 
attitude of the people of that community. 
“How do you know ?'* 
Let each patriot keep th at question at his tongue’s 
end. Let him fling it at the ears of the pessim ist, at the 
detractor of the Hod Cross, at the man who talks about 
wastefulness in army camps. 
Let him crowd that ques­ 
tion upon the sensibilities of the careless-talking person 
until lie asks that question of himself before he says the 
thoughtless thing that has come to his tongue. 
Some people get in the habit of doing that thing j 
known in slang as “shooting off their mouths.” 
Most of} 
those who get that evil habit have no evil intentions. 
They just say what comes to mind. 
They repeat, with | 
additions, things that they have heard. 
“Are you a yellow dog?” 
Do you allow- yourself to help the kaiser by saying 
the things that destroy the faith and spirit of the people 
here at home? 
Are you asking the man or woman whose conversa­ 
tion is tinged with pessimism and disloyalty that p erti­ 
nent question: 
“ How do you know-?"

TURKEY AND BULGARIA 


Most Americans feel that, for the sake of our own 
self-respect, we ought to lie at war with Turkey and 
Bulgaria. 
Though nominally friendly nations, they have 
been helping our overt enem ies. 
.More than that, they 
represent, in their war policies anti in their norm al ch ar­ 
acter anti conduct, principles as evil and m enacing as 
those of Germany. 
Am ericans regard Turkey with spe­ 
cial loathing because of the incredible cruelties visited 
upon the Arm enians ami other subject peoples during the 
war. 
We declared w ar against Spain for Cuban atrocities 
which, though nearer home, were incom parably sm aller. 
But. the situation now is not so simple as it was in 
’98. 
In this very evil character of the Turkish govern­ 
m ent and nation our governm ent finds a reason for re­ 
m aining technically at peace. 
Tile president is said to 
have passed the word to congress, and indirectly to the 
public, that he fears a declaration of war against Turkey 
would be followed by the m assacre of Am ericans in th at 
country, and by the destruction of Am erican property 
and, worse still, of all the fine philanthropic institutions 
and m ovem ents carried on th ere by Am ericans. 
As for 
B ulgaria, there are said to be political com plications of 
a sort that cannot w-ell be discussed.

“Now, understand me, I do not advise any­ 
body to invest in this oil gam e unless they m ake 
up their minds to kiss it goodby, and be surprised 
lr they ever get anything back. 
The odds are 
IOO to one that yon lose, and if you win you get 
IO or 20 to one for your money. 
Now, I haven't 
many friends, and I do not care to lose the few 
I have. 
I don't advise you to put in a cent. 
lf 
you want to gamble and take the chance, and 
can afford to lose I he money, neither having to 
borrow, beg nor steal it. nor deny yourself a 
single thing, then take a shot. 
But if you can't 
afford to lose what you put in, let it alone. This 
concern will be honestly run, but the chances of 
losing are much g re ate r than the chances of 
p ro it. 
Please preserve th is letter, so that lf you 
do invest and lose tile m oney you won't blam e 
it on me.”

According to Gibbon, the historian, patriotism Is “de­ 
rived from a strong sense of our own interest in tile pres­ 
ervation and prosperity of the free governm ent of which 
we are m em bers.” 
The word itself is derived, more in­ 
tim ately, from the stem or root which m eans father. 
Doubtless, the term goes clear back to the days when 
patriarchs, or fathers, ruled, and the first loyalty was 
to the loved parent. 
“T hat loved virtue,” Gibbon calls it. 
It is the 
suprem e virtue of a citizen. 
Commonly, a m an receives 
from his Am erican governm ent only benefits; he has 
peace, good roads, postal service, protection under the 
laws, and all that is taken so much as a m atter of course. 
For the price of a few dollars taxation he has the im­ 
m easurable comfort, assistance and safeguards due to 
the em ploym ent of the uncounted public servants from 
the ubiquitous R. F. D. man or mail carrier, to the rem ote 
president and the far-flung squadrons of the navy, stand­ 
ing guard on the outposts of the nation. 
T he strange thing is th at for so little we receive so 
much. 
Unconsciously, from every side, we are safe­ 
guarded, cared for, assisted. 
W hen our money becomes 
too heavy to carry around, the governm ent stam ps a piece 
of paper, and that paper is w orth an ounce of silver, or 
forty pounds of gold. 
The governm ent clears the woods 
paths tram pled down by wild game, and turns them into 
broad highways, safe to travel by day or night. 


T he servants of the public come and go, working out 
the destinies of the nation as per popular program . They 
work for wages, or salaries. 
The governm ent efforts 
are often rew arded by Hie em phatic dissent and scolding 
of those who "have had the most from the govern .lent in 
protection of their w ealth or their physical being. 


The gratitude of the people to the governm ent does 
not appear on the surface. 
One hardly notices the good 
that is done, and the spur is to demand more of the gov­ 
ernm ent, of the nation. 
Then, suddenly, the nation enters upon a vast enter­ 
prise. 
T he whole fabric of the country is imperiled. The 
benefits may be turned to burdens and the taxes collected 
tor road m aking and to curb wild rivers may be taken 
to appease the hungry appetite and greed of a m onster 
bandit horde of Huns. 
Then som ething stirs in the souls of the people. 
Throughout the vast area of guarded and cultivated land 
a thrill brings the children of the nation to th eir feet. In 
a m oment they realize what they have been receiving, 
and how little they have given back. 
W ith one accord, the millions m arch to the music of 
the sacrificial song. 
It is their turn now. 
They know, 
now, th at all th at they felt in their querulous years was 
the fact th at they were getting som ething for nothing. 
Their joy is that they at last can pay the debt they owe 
—to the country!

Germans Fail to Throw Scare 
Into Parisians By Drop­ 
ping Bombs 


Lieutenant Howard Hankey, sou of I 
J. A. Hankey, writes his father that \ 
he is now in Paris, France, with the 
American Expeditionary 
Force. 
He 
has begun active service and is chief 
of the supply division of the radio | 
and electrical section of the aid ser 
vice. 
In making this statem ent he 
says: 
"Guess Mr. Censor won’t ob­ 
ject to you knowing that this posi­ 
tion is important for reasons I can’t 
give. 
It offers good opportunity for 
advancement if I do my work prop-] 
erl.v, and I intend to do so if possi­ 
ble. 
One of my superiors is a U. C. j 
faculty man. 
I have also met about 
a dozen Pomona College men here 
and have met many other California 
men here and feel very much among 
friends. 
"I was under the doctor’s care for 
several days with tonsilitls, hut 
am 
well again. 
Am very busy 
g e ttin g 1 
used to the new kind of work, but 
hope to have It well in hand shortly. 
Was at a cinema show when an air 
raid occurred. 
Contrary to 
my 
ex­ 
pectations there was no panic. 
The 
people didn’t lose any time getting 
out of the building, however, hut did 
take time to sing the ’Marseillaise.' 
I got lost and it took 
me 
several 
extra minutes to get to 
my 
hotel 
which has an ‘al>or’ (refuge, or bomb­ 
proof cellar) . The streets were very 
much deserted when I got there and 
I decided to watch Hie fireworks and 
waited outside to see the shrapnel of 
the barrage burst in the air and the 
rays from the searchlights as they 
combed the air for ‘boche avions.’ I i 
didn’t see any. 
Some got in as you j 
no doubt saw by the papers and got I 
some results. 
Finally the flrewagons j 
tore through the streets bugling ‘all's 
well,’ and it was over. 
. 
"Have seen several places demol­ 
ished by bombs but have never been 
very near any at the time It happen­ 
ed. 
No considarable danger, so don’t 
worry. 
Paris is certainly a beautiful 
city and I will tell you more about 
it later. 
Get American (New York) 
papers here two weeks late. 
Sure en­ 
joyed the Register you sent me. Send 
some more, please. 
“I am enjoying many comforts here, 
provided by the Y. M. C. A. 
Sure 
dido t expect to have it so soft when 
I went to war. 
Too good to la*t."
